Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) most knowledgeable 
about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other information that 
is not in the English language: 

1 . European Patent Application No. 0 742 123 published July 7, 1998 discloses: 
The invention relates to a cover for a gas bag of an occupant restraining system in vehicles 
comprising a cover plate having a front side and a rear side, a badge bearing an emblem fixed on 
the front side of said cover plate, said badge having at least one attachment pin formed thereon 
and extending through said cover plate, and a washer cooperating with said attachment pin on the 
rear side of said cover plate in order to prevent detachment of said badge from the cover plate, 
wherein said washer is provided with a plurality of recesses. 

2. Japanese Patent Application No. 10-1 19683 pubHshed May 12, 1998 discloses: 
The covering portion of a cover is mounted with separate decorative parts. The decorative parts 
including an emblem and a back panel connected together with the covering portion 
therebetween is firmly mounted thereon. The emblem is arranged to cover a tear line, where the 
covering portion is tom. The resilience of an air bag, folded and stored, keeps the cover in good 
appearance, because the weaker portion of the tear line than others, of deformed, is covered with 
the emblem.
